February 25 meetings of the board. 

Under incoming correspondence, the board 
received a letter from Albert E. Winters recommending 
the establishment of a Sippican School Major Maintenance 
Committee to advise the Board of Selectmen on mainte- 
nance issues for the newly-renovated Sippican School. 

"I think it's commendable that we have such 
dedicated people who want to oversee the maintenance of 
the school, but I guess my only question is who they 
should report to,'' Selectman Jeffrey said. ''I feel they 
should report to the School Committee and not the Board 
of Selectmen." 

'It was obvious with the old school that there had 
been some maintenance issues which hadn't been ad- 
dressed at the time," Mr. Winters explained. "When these 
issues were first discovered, both the School Committee 
and the school administration (found they had) to choose 
between salaries and supplies and maintenance issues, as 
in bricks and mortar. We thought this was a way in 
separating that, so the people guiding the education of 
Marion students wouldn't have to deal with facility 
issues. A way to do that was have a group of people look 
at major maintenance issues on a periodic basis and 
suggest to the Board of Selectmen what needs to be done 
and let the educators do their job — which is the educa- 
tion of the students." 

"When the School Building Committee was first 
chartered, this was pretty much one of the issues coming 
out of that committee," Chairman Bryant agreed. "When I

was on the School Committee, there was really only one 
person looking into that at the time ... Andy Santos. The 
normal process is for the school to be in charge of the 
facility" 

"I think the intent can still be done by going 
through the School Committee/' Selectman Jeffrey said. 
"What about every other building in town? It's just a 
certain issue of who (the committee) reports to — I don't 
think this body should report to the Board of Selectmen, 
they should report to the School Committee." 

"The intent is the recommendation would come 
back to the Board of Selectmen and then go through the 
budget process for capital expenditures," Mr. Winters 
said. "The Finance Committee (FinCom) and Board of 
Selectmen would then be able to judge what the best time 
was (for funding capital needs)." 

"We thought this committee might evolve into 
something that would include all town-owned buildings," 
Chairman Bryant said. "Should there be a group looking 
at all building needs in town? We don't have to make a 
decision tonight ... (but) I'd suggest we have a meeting 
with the (School Committee) to get their input." 

"The town owns upwards of 50 buildings, so 
there's obviously maintenance issues which need to be 
addressed," Mr. Winters said. 

At 7:15 pm the board met with Terry Lee to 
discuss the recommendation of the Marion Technology 
Task Force for townwide computer upgrades. 

"Virtually all of the (town) PCs are over three 
years old and in need of replacement," Mr. Lee said. As 
such, the Task Force is recommending that all 19 PCs in 
the Marion Town House be replaced, along with comput- 
ers in the Police Station, Fire Station, and Harbormaster's 
Office. 

"At least you'll know on a rolling basis that all 
your PCs are getting replaced," Mr. Lee said. "The recom-

mendation was very simple: the PCs are old and the 
operating system is going out of business. Both should be 
replaced.'' 

Ms. Enroth- Whitlock said it would probably cost 
between $15,000 and $20,000 to replace the 19 Town 
House PCs as recommended.

The board next signed and approved the follow- 
ing ''Eastover Farm'' question regarding the purchase of 
800 acres of land to be retained as open space which will 
appear on the April 9 Annual Town Election Ballot: "Shall 
the Town of Rochester be allowed to exempt from the 
provisions of Proposition 21/2, so-called, the amounts 
required to pay for the bonds to be issued in order to 
acquire conservation restrictions in parts of land known 
as Eastover Farm, including all or a portion of land shown 
on Rochester Assessors Map 11, Lots 5, 5B, 5C, 5D, 8 and 
on Rochester Assessors Map 9, Lots 1 A, IB and 2; and a 
fee interest in a portion of Lot 9 on Assessors Map 11, 
being land on Leonard's Pond in conjunction with the 
Trustees of Reservations and the Rochester Land Trust, 
Inc.?" 

The wording of the question needed some 
clarification before it could be approved, however, and 
Selectman Parker, in her capacity as Town Clerk, was 
concerned about having the question in time to make the 
state-dictated 35-day deadline. 

"The state considers elections to be theirs, prima- 
rily, they have certain criteria that they expect to be 
followed in elections," Selectman Parker said. "They feel 
very strongly that if we call an election, absentee voters 
should have a chance to vote. That's where the 35 days 
comes from — that's why the statute is specific that 
(nothing) can be put on the ballot unless it's (at least) 35 
days before." 

The board next unanimously voted to appoint the 
following to the Rochester Memorial School Building 
Committee as "at large" members: Richard Cutler, Will- 
iam Chamberlain, Robert Cummings, Arnold Johnson, 
James Ruell, and Justin Shay; and the following as repre- 
sentatives: Richard Nunes (Board of Selectmen); Claudette 
Coutu (Finance Committee); Donna Resmini (RMS School 
Committee); Robin Correia (RMS Teacher); Gregory 
Blasenak (RMS PTO); Brian Ouellette (RMS Custodian); 
and Susan Norton (RMS Administrator).

said. "I don't think it hurt the Police / Communications 
Building Committee in the long run ... (and) it helped sell 
that project.'' 

Chairman Ryan also noted there was a change in 
the charge to the Rochester Memorial School Building 
Committee, as follows: 

"1. In light of the freeze on the state's School 
Building Assistance Program (SBAP), the Committee is 
charged to study the immediate needs for expansion and 
renovation of the Rochester Memorial School (RMS) to be 
reasonably funded by the Town; 

"2. The Committee may also review a 10- and /or 
20-year study to expand and /or renovate RMS; 

"3. Review the immediate enrollment needs of 

RMS; 

"4. Review any and all documents relating to 
RMS, including but not limited to, maintenance and 
building records; 

"5. Subject to prior approval by the Board of 
Selectmen, retain a consultant to review various expan- 
sion/ renovation options and costs therein; and 

"6. Prepare a report for the Board of Selectmen 
recommending various construction options and costs." 

"With SBAP money drying up, it became appar- 
ent that we need to look at the more immediate needs for 
Memorial School and what the town could afford to do if 
we go it alone," Chairman Ryan said. "They're going to 
section and subsection different (needs). Rather than 
trying to patch over here and there ... they will get a price 
for the whole thing and a price for pieces. That also holds 
true for the 1952 building ... all the windows have to be 
redone. Depending on what the cost is, they'll bring 
forward a proposal to the Finance Committee (FinCom). 
We know there are some other areas which need to be 
looked at and whether we can afford a $14 million build- 
ing or go it alone."

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Heaven Forbid

Far from Heaven, Starring Julianne Moore 
and Dennis Quaid. Directed by Todd 
Haynes. Running time: 107 minutes. MPAA 
rating: PG-13. At the Bijou in Fairhaven. 

For those who complain that Hollywood doesn't make movies 
like they used to, writer-director Todd Haynes has gone to great 
trouble to make a movie like they used to — Far from Heaven, a 
melodrama set in 1957 that almost could' ve been made in 1957. 
Haynes, whose style has ranged from the stark white of Safe (1995) 
to the kaleidoscopic glam-rock glitter of Velvet Goldmine (1998), 
ties himself this time to a rigorous form of classical filmmaking. 
The lighting, the costumes, the stilted dialogue, the kids who call 
their parents "sir" and "ma'am" — Haynes seems to curl up and 
snuggle inside the sheer repression of the '50s style. The characters 
even mind their language, save for one meant-to-be-startling 
moment when an anguished man lets fly with the F-word. 

It's an obsessive triumph of design and tribute, beautifully 
acted by Julianne Moore and Dennis Quaid as the central embattled 
married couple, but it exists in an uneasy zone between homage 
and parody. Haynes obviously means us to join in the sorrow, to 
empathize with Moore's Cathy Whitaker, who develops tender 
feelings for black gardener Raymond (Dennis Haysbert), and 
Quaid' s Frank Whitaker, a deeply closeted gay man who's 
submerged his desires thoroughly enough to sire two children 
and have an outwardly ideal marriage. But this stuff was somehow 
more fun in the '50s, when interracial and same-sex love dared not 
speak their names, and directors had to sneak them in via coded 
subtexts that only hip audiences (or today's modern audiences) 
could decode. 

Quaid is intensely moving as the tortured Frank, especially 
when the poor man conscientiously seeks to "cure" his condition, 
growling "I'm gonna beat this thing" as though homosexuality 
were cancer and simply required the hetero equivalent of 
chemotherapy (heterotnerapy? not an uncommon concept back 
then, actually). But Far from Heaven would probably sink without 
Julianne Moore, who stampedes towards challenges that lesser 
actresses would shrink from. She nails the surface of Cathy — 
presentable housewife who lives only for Frank, the kids, and a 
well-appointed home — and somehow manages to read Hayne's 
intentionally strictured dialogue as if a human being could actually 




say it. But when she falls for Raymond (Haysbert does fine, tender 
work), Cathy comes to understand the power of forbidden desires 
over her husband. She's willing to forgive him his trespasses, even 
if he forgives neither her nor himselr 

Moore takes you along on a fully developed emotional arc; 
this is an old-school women's weepie, like the Douglas Sirk 
soapers {Imitation of Life, Written on me Wind, and especially All 
That Heaven Allows) Haynes adores enough to have made this 
valentine to them. The formulation is a bit too neat, though: 
homosexuality for the man, a Negro lover for the woman, both 
marooned in the intolerance of the '50s yet depicted with 20/20 
hindsight 45 years later (as if the same conflicts today wouldn't 
also wreck a marriage). A less generous reading of Far from Heaven 
might be that the openly eay director is tweaking the sanctity of 
marriage, an institution tnat today hardly needs to be exposed, 
what with its high rate of failure. Then, too, Haynes could be 
capturing the moment in America, right before the turbulent '60s, 
when people began to realize that a union founded on repression 
is founded on nothing. 

I applaud Haynes' achievement as a loving and radiant 
throwback, a true oxymoron that appreciates the lush surface of 
the '50s (or '50s cinema, anyway) while not remotely wishing for 
a return to the social dictates of that era. Yet what's missing is the 
shameless emotional punch we associate with the old melodramas; 
Haynes, as brilliant as he sometimes can be, is simply too distant 
a director to pull out the stops and wring our tears. Far from Heaven 
comes to seem more of a cinematic position paper, or a postmodern 
stunt, than a drama (compared to something like Blue Velvet, 
which works similar territory to overpowering effect, it looks 
rather pallid). Haynes gets the surface, and the passions crawling 
underneath it, but that's all he gets.

Widescreen Woes

The more things change, the more they stay the same. As an 
avid home theater enthusiast, Fve been a longtime fan of devel- 
opments in video technology. Years ago, I was elated when the 
laserdisc format first allowed me to enjoy some of my favorite 
movies in all their widescreen, theatrical glory. Back then, the 
cumbersome and pricey laserdisc (LD) format was the only way 
you could see sprawling films with 2.35:1 anamorphic aspect 
ratios the way they were intended to be seen: letterboxed. 

Movies like Stanley Kubrick's 2001: A Space Odyssey and John 
Carpenter's Halloween always suffered when the dreaded pan- 
and-scan process tried to squeeze their sprawling eye candy into 
a modest 1.33:1 square, so I eagerly rented and then eventually 
bought some of my faves on LD. I was hooked and became a die- 
hard and devoted LD collector. 

Of course, whenever I invited friends over to see a movie or 
made a tape for them to view, someone would inevitably ques- 
tion the ''black bars" at the top and bottom of the screen ... or 
why they weren't seeing "the whole picture." Sigh. 

So, feeling like a lone wolf crying in the desert at the time, it 
was satisfying to see how others finally caught onto this "radi- 
cal" idea of watching widescreen movies "letterboxed" to accom- 
modate the entire theatrical image. Some VHS tapes even started 
to surface in this letterboxed /widescreen format, and it gradu- 
ally became more acceptable over time. By the time Digital Ver- 
satile Disc (DVD) made its debut, all my tirades and explana- 
tions were validated. You see, with DVD the whole widescreen/ 
letterboxing idea was no longer the exception, but the rule. Vir- 
tually every title released on DVD in those early days was either 
presented soley in the widescreen /letterboxed format, or offered 
both the letterboxed and full-frame versions of the movie (often 
on two-sided or double-layered platters). 

Yet, it would seem there were still a vocal few out there who 
were set on spoiling my fun. They kept complaining about the 



dreaded "black bars" and about missing "the whole picture," 
much to my chagrin. It would seem the squeaky wheels do, in- 
deed, get the grease. 

These wholly ignorant people — and you know who you are 
— have apparently campaigned long and hard enough to force 
video companies releasing DVD software to now mass produce 
more full-frame/ pan-and-scan versions of movies on DVD. This 
wouldn't bother me so much if these same people also didn't 
whine to local video stores about those evil "black bars" as well. 
In fact, one of my once-favorite local video rental outlets has now 
gone over to the dark side and pretty much stocks their DVD 
rental shelves with exclusively "full-frame" and "pan-and-scan" 
versions of DVD titles — an odd choice when you consider the 
majority of new televisions being sold today are pushing the 
widescreen / HDTV feature. 

At the risk of sounding like a broken record, let me once 
again offer a bit of friendly advice to my anti-letterboxing friends: 
movies which are made to be seen in theaters are made to be 
shown on wide screens. They are composed and framed that way 
for a reason. The director never intended for that slow camera 
pan from one character to another, nor did they intentionally 
frame someone talking to an invisible actor offscreen, either. 
When you see a movie letterboxed, you are getting the "whole 
picture." Full-frame and pan-and-scan formatting cuts clearly 
one-third to one-half of the image out. 

So stop bothering those nice people working in the video 
rental stores and stop sending angry letters to Warner Brothers 
and Columbia /Tri-Star and just enjoy the movies as they were 
meant to be seen, okay? If you've got at least a 25-inch TV screen, 
it really doesn't look that bad, you know. And if you're still re- 
ally bothered by the letterboxing and can't stand watching 
widescreen movies, then do us both a favor and wait to see the 
movie on cable TV or rent the VHS tape instead.
